At-Risk children who exited IIS during fiscal years 2016, 2017, 2018 and 2019 were checked to 
see if they had entered CD custody or if they were listed as a victim of a substantiated CA/N 
report during IIS intervention up to 48 months of exiting IIS. These past fiscal years were used 
to give children exiting enough time to see if the events had occurred. FY 2016, FY 2017, FY 
2018 and FY 2019 have follow-ups of 36, 24 and 12 months, respectively.
